Englishmen’s Success Ia Can 


An Inspiration to Young Men Desirous 
Of Making Godo in Canada 

The story of the remarkable success 
of three young Englishmen as farmers 
in Western Canada told by 8S, R. Court, 
of Daysland, Alberta, some distance 
southeast of Edmonton, was but one 
of several gleaned from the party of 
Old Country settlers, numbering over 
two hundred, who arrived in Montreal 
recently enroute to England. 

Mr. Court’s simple narrative, as told 
to a reporter of the Montreal Gazette,

This year it’s been twenty’ of 
wheat and fifty of oats to the acre—of 
course, last year’s was a real bumper 
crop. My eldest brother, R. P. Court, 
who is With me now on this train with 
ils wife and four-year-old boy, came 
out here from our home in Somerset- 
shire, thirteen years ago. He had 
just about enough money to rent some 
land, and that’s about all. Two years 
later my second brother, E. L. Court, 
joined him, and they bought a whole 
section on easy payments, over a ten- 
year period. When the war came, 
Ernest went back home to fight. He 
was killed in action. I joined my eld- 
est brother in his place, as I was too 
young for service, but I went back 
myself when I was old enough, in 1916, 
and stayed over there until 1919. In 
the meantime, R. P. had to carry on 
alone, and ft was pretty tough going.

this document, which ts described by 
Dr. Breasted as “Incomparably the 
most important body of medical know- 
ledge which has survived: to us from 
ancient Egypt, or, for that matter from 
the Orfent’ anywhere.” ‘This old | 
medical and surgical work was writ- 
ten in Egypt about 1600 B.C. ita 
came to the Now York Historical So- 
clety with tho Edwin Smith Egypulan 
collection and {ts great scientific and 
historical interest has only begun to 
be recognized. 

The important part of the papyrus 
contains instructions for the treatmont 
of sword and arrow wounds and for 
various fractures. Dr, Breasted has | 
deciphered a great deal of it, but part 
of it fs little understood, because the 
surgeons, then as now, used a techni- 
cal language which was remote from 
the lay vocabulary.

In Westera Canada two crops of al- 
falfa may be cut each season, but the 
second crop must not be cut too late 
as it Is necessary that the plants at- 
tain a fairly good growth after the 
second cutting in order to catch the 
snow and give it strength to carry it- 

self through the winter 

Alfalfa hay is no harder to cut and 
handle than other hays; in faet, the 
stiffer stems make it somewhat easier 
to dry and it is les silkely than the 
clovers to be damaged in appearance 
by light rains or heavy dews. It has 
been found by analy that tho feed- 
ing value of the hay is greatest at the 
time when about the first one-tenth of 
the blooms hate appeared. The hay 
becomes woody quitesrapidly as it gets 
older, and the digestibility of it natar 
ally decreases,

The leaves are much more easily 
saved if the hay is cut early, as they 
do not drop off so readily. When the 
alfalfa plant is mature the leaves drop 
off naturally, the same as from trees 
inthe fall. Late cutting and careless 
handling often reduce the value of the 
crop one-half. Cut early, just as the 
new well started, setting 
the sickle high so as to avoid cutting 
the new shoots
